Curious Details of Lieutenant Bet- 
tini’s Attempt at Suicide. 


He Has Himself Photographed with a Pistol 
to His Head, and Sends the Picture to His 
Sweetheart—Miss Ayer Makes a Statement 
—The Young Man's Condition. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 15.—Lieut. Gianini Bet- 
tini, of the Third Savoy Cavalry, who shot 
himself on Sunday night infront of Mrs. 
Josephine M. Ayer’s house at 5 W. Fifty- 
seventh street,tis badly hurt and may die. He 
is under arrest at St. Luke’s Hospital for the 
felony, although hedoes not knowit. He 
was conscious yesterday and received and 
talked with a number of friends. More than 
adozen ladies called at the hospital, and 
several of them were allowed to 3ee him in 
the afternoon. Others sent messengers with 
notes of inquiry. Among the men who visited 
him were the Duke of Castellucia, who is a 
Major in the Italian army, Gen. Di Cesnola, 
Count Di Revel, the Italian Vice-Consul, and 
G. T. Secchi de Casali, editor of the Eco 
d'Italia. Bettini 

SUFFERED CONSIDERABLE PAIN . 
at times, and it was with difficulty that he 


was able to retain‘a little liquia food. Only 
one of the two bullets he discharged from 
his revolver took effect. It entered the 
breast about an inch to the right ef the 
heart and just at the edge of the sixth rib. 
Dr. Hunter said that the chances 
were rather against his recov- 
ery. Lieut. Beitini is only 
twenty-three years old. He was born in It- 
aly, and his father is said to be a distin- 
guished Genera! in the Italian army with the 
title of Count. He was educated at the mil- 
itary academy in Turip, and is a First Lieu- 
tenant in the Third Savoy Cavairy, of which 
his uncle, Count Leonello Bettini, who lives 
at Verona, is Colonel. He is a tall and 
handsome young fellow, with a fine phy- 
sique, and-is an accomplished horseman. A 
friend relates of him that several years ago, 
to prove what a trained rider could do when 
well mounted, he rode his favorite mare 
from Milan to Turin, a distance of over 
ninety English miles, within twelve hours, 
resting only two hours. He came to this 
country alone on February 1 with the avow- 
ed intention of paying a visit to Gov. Crosby, 
of Montana, whose acquaintance he made in 
Florence, when Gov. Crosby was American 
Consul there. He intended to make a study 
of American horses in the West, but 
CHANGED HIS PLANS 
and went to Virginia. While in this city he 
had the . privileges of the Union 
League Club, the Racquet and 
other clubs, and made friends rapidiy 
in the South. He visited Annapolis and Fort- 
ress Monroe. At the latter place he met 
Miss Leslie M. Ayer, the daughter of the 
late Dr. James C. Ayer, who was there with 
her mother. He paid Miss Ayer a great 
deal of attention and renewed his sttentions 
when both were in New York again. On 
Sunday evening, accompanied by a friend, 
he paid a visit to Miss Ayer. An hour be- 
fore the visit he had sat down in his room at 
the window and written letters to the Duke 
of Castellucia, Cotnt Leonello Bettini, 
and Mr. De Casali. He addressed the letters 
ond pat them in his pocket. Next he wrote 
out directions for the disposal of lis person- 
al effects aud other property and put this pa- 
per in an envelope, which he labeled in Itai- 
tan, “This is my will.” This also he put in 
his pocket. Finaily, he went toa bureau, 
GOT A REVOLVER 
out of the drawer and pocketed that. Itisa 
tiny weapon, made to be carried in a wWaisi- 
coat pocket, and measures but 
four inches in length. lt has 
six chambers. The handle is of _ ivory 
andthe barrel of steel. Lieut. Bettini 
bought the weaponin Paris. His compan- 
ion did not know that Bettini had the 
weapon when they set out for Miss Ayer’s 
house. Bettini talked with the young iady 
for some time, and at 10:30 arose and leit 
the room. Direct!y afterward, so the police 
say. he drew the revolver and shot himself 
in the hallway. The afirigated household 
was astirina moment. A carriage was sent 
for and the wounded man was carried to it 
and driven rapidly to St. Luke’s 
Hospital. 1t wasthe rapid driving of the 
vehicie that attracted the attention of a po- 
liceman in Fifth avenue and gave the police 
the first inkling of the affair. Bettini’s com- 
panion and several other gentlemen went to 
the hospital with the wounded man, and 
from their talk the policeman got the impres- 
sion that Liett. Bettini had shot himself 
because his proposal of marriage had been 
REJECTED BY MISS AYER. 
To Sergt. Kooney, who saw him, the Lieu- 
tenant said: “I wanted to die. I intend- 
ed to kilt myself.” The name of Bettini’s 
companion was taken and the Lieutenant 
put under arrest. ‘Lhe police took charge of 
the papers found in Bettini’s pockets, his 
pistol, four or five dollars in money and a 
curiously fashioned goid watch of Italian 
make. ‘he letters were delivered. Miss 
Ayer is slightly older than Lieutenant Bet- 
tinif She is fair-haired and of attractive ap- 
pearance. “I can’t conceive,”’ she said yes- 
terday, “why Lieutenant Bettini should 
have shot himself as he did. ‘The story that 
1 had rejected him is not true. 1 bad 
seen him only four or five times, and he 
spoke in a sort of haif Italian way 
that Lcouldn’t always understand. There 
were four or five gentiemen aud my mother 
and another lady in our parlor when he cawe 
with his friend on Sunday evening. Lt 
wasa social visit and the conversation was 
general. ‘here was no making love at all. 
He complained of being ill. Once or twice 
before he had talked of killing himself. Ly, 
think he must have been in some trouble. 
When he spoke to me about his intention, I 
tried to dissuade him from doing 
ANYTHING 80 FOOLISH. 
After leaving us on Sunday night he went 
down stairs to the street and shot himseif 
just as he reached the sidewalk. Then he 
came upstairs again to the hailway. l don’t 
know why he shot himself at ail. We were 
all terribly excited over it. I hope the news- 
papers will be good enough to say that 1 did 
not reject Lieut. Bettini, because I did not. 
Miss Ayer’s brother Frederick said: *“Lhe 
Lieutenant is a monomaniac on the subject of 
suicide. Once he sent my sister three pho- 
tographs of himself in the act of preparing 
to Kill himself. One represents him with a 
revolver pointed at his head. In another he 
has the pistol pointed at his side, and in the 
third he has thrown bimseif ona chair and 
buried his head in his hands, like @ man in 
despair. He said to me that he would shoot 
himself if his propusition of marriage was re- 
jected. He had seen my sister only four 
times, and he left her ; 
re siaot ninwelt™ 
r he attem shoo if. 
= Ayer said further that Bettini came to 
this couutry with $1,200 in money and &@ num- 
ber of letters of introduction from persons 
in Italy. At Fortress Monroe hé talked in 
a most matter-of-fact Mag, Pray oo the suicide. 
The Lieutenant sent for his jewelry and let- 
ters and pistol, but the latter is held as evi- 
dence for the Grand Jury. The Lieutenant 
was surprised that the pistol was 
not returned. “That revolver, said 
he, “is the same kind as_ the 
istol with . which Mile. Feyghine 
Killed herselfin the Duc de Morny’s room 
in Paris not long ago. It’sapretty thing.

cause of his act. His parents are wealthy. 
He seemed anxious to talk when visiting me 
last Saturday. but ending me very busy went 
away. I knew him as a thoroughly edycated 
gentleman of noble family.” 


KILLED BY ACCIDENT. 


A Minister Shoots His Wife in a Mys.- 
terious Manner. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 15.—Mrs. Maria O, 
Stoddard, the wife of Rey. E. L. Stoddard, 
rector of St. John’s Episcopal Church in 
Jersey City, was shot and almost instantly 
killed yesterday by the accidental discharge 
of a pistol in her home, 93 Summit avenue, 
After breakfast she began to dust the furni- 
ture in her bed-room. While arranging the 
contents of a closet Mrs. Stoddard founda 
revolver on an upper shelf. It belonged to 
her husband, but she did not suppose it was 
loaded. A box which she was handling came 
in contact with the pistol and knocked it off 
the shelf. It struck against a lower 


shelf and wentoff. She gave a shrill cry, 
and placing her hand over her ear 
STAGGERED FOR A MOMENT, 
and then fell into the arms of her husband. 
He carried her to the bed and placed her on 
it. By this time she was uncouscious. 
Three doctors were hastily summoned. 
When they arrived they discovered that the 
bullet bad entered her head directly beneath 
her ear and had penetr to the brain, in- 
flicting a mortal wo -. She remained 
insensensible until her death, which occurred 
a itew minutes after the arrival of 
the physicians. Mr. Stoddard was almost 
prostrated with grief. When the intelili- 
gence of the accident had spread many mem- 
bers of the church, friends of the family, 
called at the house. Mrs. Stoddard was 
thirty years olg and of prepossessing ap- 
pearance. She took an active interest in the 
affairs of the church, which was one of the 
most fashionable in Jersey City She leaves 
one child, a boy nine years old. Mr. Stod- 
dard has held the pulpit of St. John’s 
for many years, and is esteemed as an 
able and earnest minister. The funeral ser- 
vices were conducted by the Episcopal 
clergy of the city to-day at 2o’clock. The 
remains will be 
TAKEN TO BOSTON 
in the evening for burial. Mr. Stoddard is 
confined to his room with nervous prostra- 
tion. Coroner Hughes was directed to hold 
an inguest.* To a reporter Dr. Converse said 
that he had had along talk with Mr. Stod- 
ard. His version of the affair is that 
the revolver was in his hands 
when it was discharged. His wife had taken 
the pistol from the closet, he said, and hand- 
editto him immediately afterwardsand in 
some unaccountable way it was discharged, 
and the bullet struck his wife, who at the 
time was kneeling on the floor with her head 
and arms in the closet. Mrs. Stoddard’s 
maiden name was Wasliburne. Her parents 
are ative, aud live at Worcester, Mass.

Rumor That the Britannic had Been 
Destroyed by Dynamite. 
By Telegraph to the Post-I ’ 

New Xewx, May 13.—Coasiderable ex- 
citement prevailed in the city lastnight over 
arumor that the steamer Britannic, of the 
White Line, hag been blown up by dyamite 
off the Irish coast. How the rumor started 
cannot be said, but the story that the steam- 
ship met with disaster reached all parts 
of the city at midnight. In the bar-rooms 
of the uptown hotels it was freely discussed 
and added to, and in some quarters where 
the friends of the well-known passengers 
who sailed on the Britannic reside, the ut- 
most consternation and distress was 
manifested. There was nothing definitely 
known in all . 

TUE GOSSIP AND TALK 
that was indulged everywhere concerning 
the rumored disaster, but in some. cases per- 
sons were found who had heard that Mr. W. 
H. Vanderbilt, who was one of the passen- 


gers, had “escaped.” and that the dynainite 
had been put upon the vessel after she had 
touched at Queenstown on Sunday evening. 
In the special cable dispatches of the Heraid 
of yesteYday the arrival of the Britannic oif 
Fastnet Light on Sunday afternoon was pub- 
lished. It takes a steamship about twenty 
hours to go from Queenstown, to Liverpool. 
The Britannic must have arrived at Queens- 
town at about 7 o’clock Sunday evening, and 
no doubt she is by this time safe and sound 
in her dock at Liverpool. Itshould be borne 
in mind that the steamers from New York to 
Liverpool do not even anchor off Queens- 
town. The mails and passengers for thera 
are transferred to atug that comes out to 
ineet them. Just nowespecially any passen- 
ger getting aboard at Queenstown would be 
regarded 

WITH NO SMALL SUSPICION.

THE TORNADO’S TRACK. 


More Damage by the Wind—The Oro- 
nogo Cyclone—Michigan Storms. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disvatch. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., May 15.—The scene of 
the disaster at Oronogo is simgly indeserib- 
able. The house and premises of Colonel 
Young are a total wreck. All told, the loss 
in that one instance is $6,000. The proprie- 
tor, wife and two children have been living 
at Carthage for over two months, and now 
have nothing to return to at their old home. 
The fine brick store of Charies Elliott is a 
total wreck. He and his wife and child 


escaped most miraculously. Apprehending 
a storm, they were closing windows and 
doors when the crash came. ‘The principal 
part of the house fell, and only by_jumping 
down inte the kitehen was Mrs. E. saved. 
Bricks fell upon and slignily bruised Mr. E. 
and his daughter. Dr. Lafayette anc wife 
were preparing to leave the house, when all 
but the sinall room in which they had passed 


was swept away. Many narrow escapes 
might be give. The wounded 
are being cared for by the

are in penty to attend to the sufferings, ‘The | 


school-house was transformed into a tem- 
porary hospital and the few remaining build- 
ings were crowded with the homeless and 
suifering ones. The Frisco Railway people 
gave all the assistance possible to convey 
necessary aid back and forth. The full esti- 
mate of loss can not yet be given, but it is 
believed to be in the neighborhood of $75,000 
to $100,000. 7 

As svon as possible the ruins were turned 
over to save what- was not totally ruined in 
the different stores. As the men were en- 
gaged in digging away timbers and bricks in 
the ruins of Eillott’s store they came upona 
fine dog, and as soon as room was made the 
animal jumped up and followed its owner to 
the grounds near by. Little children were 
around huuting their household pets, which 
had escaped. 


One boy declared he was asleep, although 
HIS PARENTS SAID _ 
he was talking to them atthe time. He 


says after he awoke he found a large splin- 
ter through his ankle, and pulled 1 out un- 
aided. 

Mollie Haines had her scalp taken off from 
her forehead to her neck, leaving all the 
head uncovered, and yet for hours she talked 
and seemed happy while the physicians at- 
tended to her. One house was moved six 
feet from its foundation, but otherwise was 
not damaged. The descriptions given by 
many who claimed to have seen the storm 
coming are truly astonishing, and only con- 
firm opinions formed on similar occasions. 
All are united in speaking of its suddenness. 
Capt. Rogers and party were on an inspec- 
tioa tour into the Indian Nation, but hear- 
ing of the storm took atrip to ascertain the 
damage done. ‘Lhe iron bridge over Spring 
River, west of Smithfield, was struck by the 
storm. One span was hoisted and dropped 
into the river. Another span was thrown 
onto the banks. Trains will run over the 
Ft. Scott and Gulf to Girard, and thence via 
Joplin to Carthage for St. Louis tiil the re- 
pairs are completed, Damages are reported 
as slight throughout the country generally, 
although in the northeast part a number of 
houses are destroyed and several reported 
killed. 


The Wind’s Fury. 

DETROIT, May 15.—A cyclone yesterday 
afternoon passed through the outskirts of 
the village of Sturgis, this State, sweeping 
all before it half a mile wide. Chauncey 
Gilman, living two miles southwest of the 
village, sought shelter with three childern 
ina barn, which was carried away and ail 
were killed. George Runyan’s house and 
barn, a quarter of a mile westof Gilman’s, 
were blown down, and one member of 
the family was seriously injured. 
The storm was accompanied by the heaviest 
hail, rain aud lightning ever known there. 
At White Pine, twelve miles west of Sturgis, 
aframe school house filled with children 
was blown down. Wm. Nook was crushed 
to death and several others injured. The 
same storm in the shape of very heavy rain 
and hail visited Branch county, three miles 
east. 


A Cyclone, 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND.,t{May 15.—A .cyclone 
of considerable magnitude passed south of 
this city last night, damaging the telegraph 
lines and other property. At Southport both 


the Methodist and Presbyterian churches 
were demolished. Several farm-houses in 
the vicinity were badly wrecked. 


Mound City. 
Cairo, ILL., May 15.—Last eveninga hail- 
storm at Mound City did considerable dam- 
age. Some of the stones measured nine 


inches in circumference and weighed six and 
a half ounces.

THEY MUST CO. 


The Kindergartens, Normal and 
Night Schools Seriously Af-. 
fected. 


Far-Reaching Effects of the Supreme Court 


to Instruct Children Under Six or Youths 
Over Twenty—lInterviews on the Important 
Subject. 


The decision of the Supreme Court in the case 
against the Public Schools, through which Henry 
E. Roach, a contractor and builder, has succeeded 
in achieving some notoriety, is further reaching 
in its results than appeared at first glance. ‘The 
kindergartens do not really have to go, but chii- 
dren under six years of age can not be taught in 
them. The decision of the Supreme Court only 
further establishes the right of the Schoo! Board 
to prescribe its own course of study. A suit that 
originated in opposition to the teaching of Cer- 
mau in the publie schools has only determined 


the right of the board to have anything taught 
not prohibited by legislative enactment and 
wrought the practical destruction of the Kinder- 
garten system, the serious crippling of the night 
school system, and perbaps the coinplete aboli- 
tion of the State Normal School system. The 
decision isthe town taik to-day, and by many 
} people its effect is discussed as in the nature of a 
public ealamity. No lawyers question the sound- 
hess of the law as laid down by Judge Ray, put 
they question the spirit which led to the agitation 
of a question about whict there was no dispute. 
THE CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE DISTINCTLY 
SAYS 

“A general diffusion of knowledge and intelll- 
rights and liberties of the people, the General 
Assembly shall establish ana maintain free pub- 
lic schoois for the gratuitioust instruction of all 
persons in this State between the ages of six and 
iwenty years.”’ 

itisa fact that the kindergartens are of real 
benefit to the children under six vears of age. 
lt is is atso a fact that four-fifths of the pupils of 
the Normal schools are above twenty years 
ofage, The night schools in winter are aitend by 
many young men over twenty years of age, priu- 
Cipaily foreigners, who work hard all aay and try 
to gain some knowledge of English at night. 
They will buve to go. 

In 1879, when Roach petitioned for an injune- 
tion to restram theschool directors from teach- 
iug foreign languages in the schools, and to edu- 
cate children underthe age of six yearsin the 
Kindergarten, or any other branch of the schools, 
a Statement of facts were made. 
These were, of course, admitted 
in the demurrer of FE. W. Pattison, at 
that time attorney of ihe board. The 
questions at issue were never tried as tnatters of 
fact. A certain condition of atlairs was alleged 
by plaintiff and admitted by defendant, who 
ciaimed that the law was not violated therein. 
Pie injunction was refused by the Circuit Court, 
which was sustained by the Court of Appeals, 
and the Supreme Court being appealed to simply 
quotes the Cousticution as to what constitutes the 
school ace, ile course to be taken now 1s clear.

He replied: “I 
have Just read it through, and this is just what it 
ineans: Children under six and over twenty years 
of aze canwuot be instructed in the Publie Sehools 
of Missouri. I shail, perhaps. move a rehearing 
ofthis matter by the Supreme Court. In that 
move I shall certainly have the sympathy of the 
friends of Lincoln Institute at Jefferson City, the 
School of Mines, and Normal Schools at Kirks- 


ville, Warrensburg and Cape Girardeau. A 
majority of the pupils of those _ institu- 
tions are over twenty years of age. 


Their purpose is to educate teachers, dnd the or- 
diuary education must be completed before the 
normal cuurse istaken. To pnndertake to gradu- 
ate teachers at the age of twenty is too cidiculons 
to even talk about. This decision will strike the 
night schools hard. Many a poor fellow from 
over the sea, with nothing but his labor to sup- 
port him, has toiled by day, and gone to school at 
night to wequire the English language. and risen 
to good position in this country, all through 
hight schools. There is a mistaken notion tha 
the decision, abolished the Kindergarten system. 
It does not. but it sirikes a mortal blow. The at- 
tendance al the kindergarten is about 5,000. It is 
sate to say that 4.500 of this number are under six 
years of age. ‘The school years of an American 
boy are not many. At six years he has been 
taucht the alphabet by his mother, if he has not 
attended the.Kindergarten, and is ready to enter 
the primary class and wresile with the romance 
of *‘Dowe ge up?’ or*Afat hen, can she fly?’ 
Ihere will, consequently, when the prohibition 
goes into effect, hardiy be enough children to just- 
ify the maintenance of the kindergarten.” 

“It has been sugvesiea” interrupted the report- 
er. “that the prolibition against tbe expediture of 
public money for the education of children under 
six veurs of age, relates only to the State School 
fund, and that the school tund raised by loenl 
taiation may be applied In such banner as the 
local board desires.”’ 

“f would be glad if that were the case, but I 
have looked into the matter, and am satisfied that 
all school money however, gr@ised, are coliected 


under authority of the coustitution, 
and are in consequence governed by 
its provision. L do not believe 


that the strict wording of,the constitution proper- 
lv reflects the feeliugsof the late constitutional 
convention. Claib JacKson’s misapprepriation of 
the school fund in 1861 mnade it necessgry that the 
constitution declare money raised fof that pur- 
pose sacred, ayd at the convention of 1866 the 
proper safeguard was thrown around it. In 1875 
the provision was re-enacted, the only change be- 
ing that the school age was Changed froim tive to 
twepty-one, to six te twenty. he intention of 
the tramers of the constithtion was not 
to interfere with the manner in which 
the children of Missouri should be educated, but 
to prevent the use of the school fund for any 
other than educational purposes. The school age 
is nade @ matter ot constitutional provision, in 
order that a uniform basis for the distribution of 
the school moneys may exist. Theschool age 
should not have been changed from five to twenty- 
one to six to twenty, apd this trouble would not 
bave occurred,” 

After leaving Mr. Rassieur, the reporter met 

LIEUT.-GOV. CAMPBELL, 
and asked, “Whaé will be the effect of the Su- 
preme Court decision?” 

“To so reduce the attendance of children in the 
kindergartens as to make their maintenance un- 
advisable. Our boys are getting along pretty 
wellin their sixth year, and are ready to coni- 
mence a primary education.” 

“What about the night schools?” 

“It will reduce the attendance and deprive some 
young men of an opportunity for education, to the 
detriment of society. The constitution reads 
very clearly as to Whatis the school age. There 
never was My, question about it, and the Supreme 
Court could do nothing other than they have 
done, the matter being called to their attention. 
it would have been better to have let matters 
alone as they were.” 

“What about the Normal schools. Will all the 
pupiis over twenty vears of age have to go?” 

“Now there you ask a hard question. The Nor- 
mai sciiools are the Creation Of the Legislature, 
and strictly speaking, have Ao legal riglit to exist. 
They are not supported by the State School fund 
Not a dollar have they ever received from that 
source. The Legislature biennually appropriates 
money from the general revenue to sustain them. 
The right to do that is questioned, but it is done 
allithe same. Read she section of the constitu- 
tion on education, and you will ffad no reference 
to normal schools. Lf they are free publie schools 
they are then existing under the constitution, and 
should be devoted to the education of pugils aged 

‘om six to twenty. If they are not free public 

a1) ols, Whatarethey. I would like to know my- 
self.’ 
THE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

The Normai school share of this subject is re- 
ally the niost serious. Itis not improbable that 
kindergartens may be continued for the training 
of children between the ages of six and seven. 
That rests entirely with thé School Board. But 
as to the Normal schools, their existence is jeop- 
ardized. They were established in 1869 by an aet 
of the Legislature, Republican at that time. The 
sites selected Were. Warrensburg, Kirksville and 
Cape Girardeau, and a Normal branch was 
added to the State University. In the case of the 
three first nulned, donations were made of land by 
the respective counsics. State money, aided by 
county contributions, built the schools. State 
money, a from the general revenue 
has maintained them. Their establishment was 
opposed by many Legislatures, and at each recur- 
ring session war has been made upon them. On 
one occasion the House, in committee of the 
whole, refused the Kirksville school 
au appropriation. This on was re-

MARRIED WOMEN’S DEBTS. ; 
Judge Lubke rendered a decision this morning 
in the case of Wienold Froning against Molly 
Alien. In this case the plaintift demanded jiudy- 
ment upou account for work and labor done and 
materials furnished at her special request. The 
defendant is a marri¢d woman, and Was 
such when @ this debt Wes contracted 
Her husband had permanently renounced: 
his marital obligations aud is & Luon-resivent of 
this State and bas not for many years contributed 
to her support She held herself out to the world 
as a feme sole, andas such earried on business 
and made coutracts with tradespeople, and under 
those circumstances obtained credit with plaintiff 


and made this debt. The court says; “In 
law’ the  econtract of a married - woman 
has no force. she has a 


separate equitable estate, her debts under certain 
circumstances are hekl to be charges upon such 
estate, and minay be enforced against the same by 
decree in equity. She cannot be sued at law, and 
a eg ape rendered against her at law is void. 
The only exception is where she is sued jointly 
with ber husband for ante-nuptial debt, ana even 
then the enforcement of the judgment against 
her is suspended during her converture. No stat- 
ute of this State is shown which changes these» 
rules of law. Thereisa section which provides 
that the wifeof a convict shail be deemed a 
feme sole during his confinement in the penl- 
tentlary. In one case this action is authorized, it 
has been urged when the wife alone eonveys 
real property which she acquired with her 
earnings, she describing herself in the 
deed as a feme sole, andthe grantee relying on 
such representation in purchasing fromsber. It 
was held that such deed would stop her &nd her 
husband from thereafter maintaing ejectment for 
the property. The decision, however, goes no 
further, ‘The demurrer must be sustained,” 
‘THE EVARLASTING “WINDSOR.” 

Judge LubkKe sustained the motion to set aside 
and vacate the decree in the case of Don C, 
Thatcher against the Windsor Hotel Company 
ana dos. H. Livingston. Mr. Thatcher, on Fep- 
riary 10, became the purchaser of 400 shares of 
stock of the hotel company, and he held the cer- 
tificates. Of these 200 shares stood in the 
name of Saliie Livingston, and $200 in Lhe name of 
Ed. P. Barrett. The transter of the shares on the 
books was reiused; hence the plaintill prayed a 
decree to compel the Hotel Culmpany and J. f 
Livingston, secretary, to transfer. Ed. IP. Barret 
denied the allegation of the plaiutifl; ikewise the 
Hote! Company and J. H. Livingston. Subsequent 
iy, however, a decree was entered by stipulation. 
fur plaintiff. The company then moved to set 
aside on the ground that the decree was unau- 
thorized by the company. 

In Judge Thayer’s court this morning Frank J. 
Bowman moved for an alias writof execution in 
the case of the Windsor Hotel Company against 
Don. C. Thatcher for forcible entry and unlawful 
detainer. The execution issued yesterday upou the 
decision overruling the motion for a new trial in 
this case having been recalled.

Synopsis of the Document Which 
Will be Sent to the As- 
sembly To-Night. 


Ewing’s Annual Report—Street Reconstruc< 
tion—The Water Supply—Water Waste— 
City Institutions. 


The Mayor’s annual message for the fiscal year 
ending April 10, 1883, will be submitted to the Mu- 
nicilpal Assembly to-night. The document, iike 


mendably short. It begins, as is customary, with 
a review of the fiscal operations of the municipali- 
ty during the year. The Mayor congratniates 
the Assembly that the credit of the city has been 
sustained, all the obligations have been 
promptly, and the scheme of refunding the 
debt as portions of it came due from timeto 
time by bonds bearing + per cént 
intérest is meeeing with much encouragement. 
During the year about $200,000 of the total indebt- 
edness has been paid off, and the indications are 
that during the next twelvemonth about an equal 
amount Will be paid off. 
STREET RECONSTRUCTION. 

The Mayor relates the progress of street recon- 
struction during the year. A great many streets 
have been paved with granite and a 
great many more will be ftnished before 
next Winter, The Board of Public lnprovemenis 
have Kept. steadily at work in preparing recon- 


| struction ordinances, and they have mes 
with gratifying encouragement at the 
hands of the Munieipal Assembly, 


Citizens who have been called on to’ bear their 
shure of the cost of reconstruction have made but 
littie*compiaint. The Mayor thinks that when 
the benefits of good streets come to be thoroughly 
appreciated there will be more of the work of re- 
constructing done. 

THE WATER WASTE. 

The Mayor has a good deal! to say on this subjeet. 
He stated that the new engffe tor the extension 
of the Water-works at Bissell’s Point will be fine 
ished bv next August, but this 
will not enable the Water Depart- 
nent to pump a much larger quantity than 
is at present distributed. One or twoof the old 
engines that have been in continuous use fora 
great many years may give out by thas 
time, or au accident may napoes thas 
will disable one or more of them. For 
this reasou the Mayor recommended that another 
additional engine be procured, It will take eight 
een months to get the second additional 
engine into place and at work, but when 
itisin position and capable of operation there 
will be no further occasion to dread @ water fam- 
le like that of last winrer. 

THE INSTITUTIONS. 
The Mayor states in his message that during 
the past year the capacity of all the cily institu. 
tions, particulariy the lnsane Asylum and Poor- 


house, has been severely tested, ag 
usual. It seems that every year the 
influx into the city of nol- 


resident insane ana paupers becomes’ greater. 
In order to accommodate the pressiug becessi- 
ties of the Insane Asylum, the Board of Health 
has commenced the erection on 
the grounds surrounding that institution 
of two coitages, where the milder forins of in- 
sanity will be treated. The two cottages are cal- 
culated to accommodate 120 inmates. 

THE HOUSE OF REFUGE. 
The construciion ot the additivial building at 


the House of Refuge is being rapidly pushed for- 
ward. The necessity of such ‘ building tu perinit 
the separation of the vicious from the simply 
unfortunate inmates Las long been felt. The new 
building will be entirely independeni of the old. 

The Mayor congratulates the heads of depart- 
ments that during the year they bave Kept withia

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL DECISION. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Roacu case, if enforced, will be a calamity 
to the city of St. Louis of which it will be 
hard to measure the effects. We do not care 
what views individuals may hold about 
kindergartens or night schools or normal 
schools, the people of St. Louis are deprived 
by this decision of an educational resource 
which they possessed, and the world at large 
will see in it only a restriction on the cause 
of education in this city; they will hereafter 
look on St. Louis as a city in which the pub- 
lic school system is shorn and limited as it 
is in no other city. 

But we contend the decision of the 
Supreme Court does not cover the whole 
case, and that, without committing contempt 
of court, there is a plan by which the School 
Board may continue the course of education 
they have begun. The decision deals only 
with the revenues derived from State sources, 
which are the Public School lands and the 
State school tax. Both of these resources 
are comparatively insignificant. The bulk 
of the Public School revenue of St, Louis 
comes from city taxation, from taxation 
levied on property which never belonged to 
the State, taxation over which the State has 
no control. Let the School Board obey the 
mandate of the Supreme Court and apply 
the State revenue only to the purroses for 
which this money were intended, but there is 
nothing in the decision and nothing in the 
Constitution t® prevent the city of St. Louis 
from raising additional sums of money as it 
now does, and applying the proceeds to the 
cause of education as may seem best to her 
School Board, as it now does.

They piay now aad then at every house 
along the line, but there are very 
few places where a game  is_ run 
regularly or where a successful raid might be 
made. We have frequently arrested them and 
broken up the dames by sending the defendants 
to the Police Court. 1ere is yo need to send the 
cases through the criminal c@urts, as a Police 
Court prosecution is usually very effective in clos 
ing a house.” 

Sergeant Alex. Garvin, who walks the Levee 
precincts in the Central District, said: 

“We have only one or two reguiar houses run- 
ning now. One oftheseis the Red Front. We 
-can’t get up on them, as they only run now and 
then, and if they suspect a raid they stop the 
game forthwith. The darkies all carry dice and 
will sit down ona pile of skids and gamble for 
anything they can get hold of.” 

From a darky devoted tothe game an outline 
of the plan was obtained. On this game Hoyle 
has nothing to say. Any number of persons can 
play at this game, sitting around in a circle. If 
chips are used they are made to play the same 
part as the ivories in faro o¢ poker—only facilita- 
ting the game. Two dice are used in 
the game. The first move is the “turee” or “lag,” 
when all the players throw a dice and the highest 
one takes the first throw. The pot is then made 
up. if the game is for 25 cents a point, each 
player contributes that amount, and the 
proprietor takes out his percentage ac- 
cording to a mathematical caleulation 
unintelligible to the B pain but exceedingly 
profitable to himself. The game then proceeds, 
the first man throwing the dice from his hand. 
Should the sum of the spots on top make seven or 
eleven, he wins and takes the pot without 
further ado. If he throws two aces 
and a deuce, or two sixes 
on _ the lirst throw, he loses, 
if he throws any other sum but these mention- 
ed—for instance, 5 or 8—that figure ts his “point,” 
and taking up the dice he throws until the sum of 
the up-turned is 5 or 8, but if before he throws 
this number he turns up 7 before he strikes his 
point again he loses angpasses the dice to the 
next man, who throws. Shouid his first throw add 
up Rine, he throws until he strikes nine again. If 
this is accomplished before he throws seven, he 
wins; if not, he loses, and the next player takes 
his chance.

New York, May 15.—The reports of the 
condition of the growing crops published in 
the. Tribune on April 23 are supplemented to- 
day with three weeks’ later information 
from the thirteen leading wheat-growing 
States and from Dakota Territory. Reports 
from seven States show a fair prospect of au 
average yield, while from five other States 
the reports are not quite so favorable, In 
Nebraska and in Dakota the yield will be 
even greater than last year. ‘The season has 
been backward in nearly all the States. 
Compared with the previous reports, the 
conditions are improved, and, with favorable 
weather hereafter, the harvest will be up to 
the average, though behind the magnifieent 
yield of last year. Since the previous re- 
ports the spring planting and sowing have 
been nearly completed, and the weather has 
been favorable. 

IN DAKOTA 
the season is twenty days behind that of 
1882, but there is a largely increased acreage. 
The wheat crap will be below the average in 


Indiana, but corn and other staples promise 


well. From lowa the reports are reassuring, 
witha jargely increased acreage for corn.

Civil Service Reform Discussed by Ex-Assist- 
ant Secretary Upton—Washington Letter. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Thie attack .on 
the President by Senator Nelson, of Penn- 
sylvania, does not count for much here. The 
White House has never been more decorous 
except as to the matter of wines, and as it is 
so much better than was expected by many 
the general feeling is very favorable to the 
President, Only a short time since, before 
Senator Nelson's attack, however, a gentie- 
man speaking upon this very subject 
remarked that President Arthur 
had surprised and gratified 
everybody by his course in this regard 
“Before Gartiela’s death,” he said, “Arthur 
was understood to be ‘one of the boys’ ‘in 
New York, and it was feared that after he 
came into the White House his old habits 
and old friends would cling to him. ‘The 
‘boys’ expected it, too, and he had not more 
than comfortably settled here than they be- 
gan to drop in and get ready to have a good 
time inthe White House. But they found 
that Chet Arthur as one of the boysin New 
York and Chester Arthur as President, and 
with the responsibility of his grave office up- 
02 him, were two different 
persons. They were kindly re- 
ceived, but were soon given to understand 
that they could not make the White House a 
loafing place or expect the President to in- 
dulge himself or them in anything that would 
reflect diseredit upon the nation orits Chief 
Executive. Indeed, the fact that his prede- 
eessors, Haves and Garfie'd, had been so ex- 
tremely carefalin this particular, and the 
fact that he came to his position in the man- 
ner in which he did,tended to make him more 
eareful than he would have been otherwise. 
The result was that some of his New York 
cronies were mortally offended, but Arthur 
maintained his dignity and that cf his posi- 
tien, and everybody has honored him for 

9? 


As for the question of wine at the White 
House, its use atthe State dinnersand on oc- 
easions of that sort, the whole matter has 
heen gone over. -What would have been Gar- 
feld’s course had he lived to give State din- 
ners? Nobody here knows. Certain it is 
that hedid not use any wines during the 
brief time that he was. there President. 
Ex-Steward Crump, who, since his departure 
from the White House,has opened a restaur- 
antin the ¥. M. C. A. building, formerly a. 
famous elub house, said to your correspond- 
ent to-day that, so far as he Knew, there was 
never a drop of wine or other liquor in the 
White House during Gartield’s’ time 
there. “Why, said ie, “the = first 
thing that 1 had to do when Gartieid was 
brought from the depot, shot, was to send 
and get some brandy. The doctors called for 
brandy the first thing, and there was none in 
the house. So far as I know, there had been 
no liquors of any kind up to thattime, Pres- 
ident Gartield wrote me, before he came to 
take possession, asking me to lay in a syp- 
ply of whatever was needed, the same qs I 
had dene for Presidenc Hayes, and, as he 
said nothing about wines, I got none.” 

“Did he give any state dinners during his 
time there, Mr. Crump ?”’ 

“No state dinners, though he gave several 
dinners to which some very prominent peo- 
nile were invited, and some elegant break- 
fasts.”’

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

The civil service reiormers are on their 
circuits now, and the machine is to be punt to 
work in earnest. Ex-Assistant Secretary 
Upton was sitting in the R gus House vester- 
day, looking at tie rain and bemoaning the 
fate which led him to leave his umbrelia at 
home, when I asi@d him what he thought of 
civil service reform as far as he had seen it. 
Upton, during the many years in which he 
filled his high office in the Treas- 
ury had most of the appointment 
duties to perform, and he has aright totiave 
views, and they ought to have weight. 

*T think it’s a good thing,”’ he said as he 
watched the raig and measured the chances 
of getting to his office, where he does an ex- 
tensive stock brokerage business now—* 
think it’s a good thing. It will relieve mem- 
bers of Congress and Cabinet officers of a 
vast amount of annoyance and labor, and 
prevent a great deal of hard feeling all 
round. There’s no use talking about it. a 
man can’t get office for everybody who 
wants it, It’s an impossibilitv. Well, the 
result is that somebody is mad, indeed, 
it is probable that two or three people 
are mad to everyone that is pleased. So 
what does the Congressman gain? He 
pleases afew for whom he gets office, and 
the many for whom he don’t get it are dis- 
pleased. He works and sweats and strug- 
gies to get more, but he can’t monopolize the 
whole business of official appointments. 
Yet the average office-seexer who reads that 
there are over a hundred thousand offices in 
the gift of the Governmentand vacancies oc- 
curring every day, can’t understand how it 
is that he is not provided for. The depart- 
ment officer Who wants to please the mem- 
bers of Congress as far as be 
can is worked to the verge of dis- 
traction and is yet unable to please. 
The grand result is that there is turmoil and 
discontent and internal! strife in the party al! 
the time, a sort of Kilkenny cat fight, in 
which, as we see at every election, the party 
is growing smaller and weaker, and if this 
thing had kept on the Republican party 
would probably have succumbed to this 
national disease Which was sapping its 
life slowly, but surely. Now that the dis- 
ease isto be cured, perhaps it may recover, 
ifitis hot already too much weakened to 
rally. At any rate, the cause will be re- 
moved, and members and department of- 
ficers will be able to do something besides 
deal in offices.” ' ¥ 

The rain had nearly ceased, and Upton be- 
gan to look anxiously in the direction of his 
office. ; 

‘How do you like thérules, Mr. Upton?” 
I asked. 

“Well,” he said, “those relating to the ex- 
aminations for appointment seem to be well 
enough if good judgment is used in framing 
the questions for examination. The conclu- 
sion which was arrived at, in effect, that ex- 
aminations for proinotion would not be made 
part of the rules, was also wise. No fixed 
set of questions can be of value in making 
rnies for promotion. It is only the judgment 
of the division officers that can decide what 
mau is best fitted for promotion. If he 
likes his work, is quick, accurate, neat, al- 
ways at hisdesk, and does not make too 
much noise, he is a good clerk and in most 
cases worthy of promotion. The qualities 
which fit men for promotion are such that 
they cannot be provided for by a set of rules. 
Take my own experience, for instance. One 
time when I wasin the Treasury we had 300 
promotions to make. Well,I sent for the heads 
of the bureaus and asked them to consult 
with their heads of divisiens and recom- 
mend the men and women for promotion, 
They did so. Then I sent word all round 
that if anybody had any complaint, and felt 
that he had been mistreated by 
not getting a prumotion, 1 
wanted him to come and see me about 
it. Only one person came, and, after he heard 
ali the circumstances and facts, he went 
away satisfied. There ought te be a proba- 
tion system, too, for those who are appoint- 
ed. Let tae original appointment (1 am not 
referring now to promotions, but appoint- 
ments) be for six, Eonths, and then if, on

the common-sense plan outlined above, they 
are found to be satisfactory, let the appoint- 
ment be absolute.” 
“How about Lyman?” Ras 

Lyman is a good, safe man. He is a 
plodder, but if he formulates a good general 
polley he will carry it through.’ 

On the whole, then, you are quite hope- 
ful as to thé civil setvice reform movement ?” 

I think it probably will not hurt the civil 
service, and will be a great benefit to afficials 
and to the party by: healing internal bruises. 
Within a year or two Congressmen, Govern- 
meut officers and everybody else, in fact, 
will wonder how we got along at all under 
the old system.”

THE WATERPHONE. 


rin Locating Water Waste. 


“water famine” experience will be gone through 


ly enforce the law against water waste. ‘Much has 
been accomplished during the past three or four 
years. Gen. Stevenson in discussing the matter 
said, “I want to explain that I do not consider 


the abundant use of water in any seuse wasteful. 
The water used in a bath tub, or sprinkled on the 
lawn or street, serves a useful purpose, and 
should in no sense be restructed. Water wasted, 
is that which serves no useful purpose. does ho 
pees to any one, and is oft times prejudicial to 
realth and even cleanliness. The “hopper 
closets, in which a siream of 
water was kept running constantly 
were formerly a great source of waste, bui they 
have been nearly abolished now. and replaced by 
“pan” closets. The “hopper” closets averaged a 
waste of 600 gallons daily. 

Aprolific source of waste is also leading at- 
tachments probably 5 per cent of the aitachments 
are defective. An ordinary washstand allowed to 
run day and night with a pressure of thirteen 
pounds, wastes 1,448 gailons of water per day or 
525,600 gallons per year. A hydrant allowed to 
run constantly will waste 1,500,000 gallons a year. 
The remedy isto keep up ibe system of inspec- 
tion particularly at night. and trace up instances 
of water waste. Where the discharge is made 
into the gutter, there is no trouble Lo locate eats, 
Where ti-e connection is witha sewer and indoors, 
it ix more difficult. Leaks can however, be readi- 
ly dete. mined. In Phiiadelphia and Cincinnati 
the water department is using an_ instruiwnent 
called “the water-phone,” by which leaks are 
readily located. The tnstrumeut has the genera 
appearance of the trumpet of atelephene. This 
is connected wiih a steel rod when in use. Be- 
tween midnight and 4 o'clock in the morning the 
inspector gues over tis district and applies the 
stee] rod to the stop-cock found at the curb- 
stone and places his ear to the phone. 

He can tell whether any water is flowing through 
the service pipe, and by practice can ascertain 
whether the waste, if any There be, is caused by a 
trifling leak or ruuning spigot. The least:souad 
of trickling water can be heard. The next day 
the day inspector goes to the houses in which the 
night inspectors have located wastes, ascertains 
the cause of it ana notifies the occupant oi the 
property to see that itis stopped. The phone has 
never been used in’St. Louis, but if lL were to re- 
main in this office I would see to it that they 
were introduced. They are used in Cincinnall 
wilh the greatest success.” 

Gen. Stevenson said in the course of the con- 
versation thai the establishmenis using large 
quantities of walter were very generally Using 
meters now, there only being alew yet to tai in 
line. Inthe matter of private cousumption the 
Geveral is opfosed to the use of meters, as Lhey 
would engender an unnecessary economy in tle 
use of Water, prejudicial to the health oi the city.
